bodies were recovered from Uie drift 
near the bridge this morning—three 
w<nnen and two children. 
All were 
badly decomposed and unrecognizable. 
One of them held the bodies of the two 
children, aged about six and fourteen, 
clasped in her arms.

Very little work is being accomplished 
to-day. About 3,000 of the workmen 
are on a strike. 
Mmtings are being 
held ahnost constantly and q>eeches, 
more or less violent are being delivered 
wherever a body of men can be col- 
lected. 


The two causes of dissatisfaction are 
pay and rations. 
The men are willing 
to work for $1.50 per day, but they 
want their rations furnished free. At 
present they are paying fifty cents per 
day for the rations furnished by the 
contractors. 
The food, they claim, is 
very poor in quality, and very much 
curtailed in quantity. 
The men claim 
that they can not stand it unless they 
get more to eat and have shorter work- 
ing hours, and can not contiuue at 
work. 


At 11 o'clock a committee of the fore- 
men of the various gangs waited upon 
the contractors and presented the griev- 
ances of the men under them. The de- 
mands were heard and an answer was 
promised them this afternoon. At noon 
a committee of Italians prevented three 
car loads of their countrymen, who had 
just arrived, from going to work until 
the strike was over. Quite a number of 
men continued at work in Kemville and 
on Main street in this city. 


Oeneral Hastings states that the state 
has nothing whatever to do with fur- 
nishing food to the laborers. He de- 
plores the unfortunsite state of affairs, 
but declined to express an opinion as to 
the probable outcome. The general has 
the confidence of the men and tihe lead- 
ers of the strike have assured hiin that 
there will be no outbreak.

Chicago, June 20.—Chief Hubbard 
says if the man Burke, unddr axxeet at 
Winnepeg, is the Martin Burke he 
wants, they have one of the murderers. 
A story was gleaned at police head- 
quarters this morning, which indicates 
that Chief Hubbard is quite safe in his 
bold assertion. 


The story is to the effect that the man 
has been found who declares that Burke 
revealed part of the plot'to him in en- 
deavoring to induce him to become a 
party to it. Burke wa^ a most unfortu- 
ate selection on the part of the plotters, 
as he used every cent he could get to 
procure Uquor. 


He, knowing a great mau]^ "tough" 
people, was commissioned to find a man 
who would take a certain share in the 
mtirder. Burke was cautioned, as he 
valued his life, not to reveal any of the 
plot to the fellow, but simply hire him 
to do a certain amount of the work, 
which would be of sudi a character that 
he would not know that a crime was 
committed. 
^Burke, being already in«the plot, and 
knowing the grip he had on his fellow 
conspirators, demanded 
money. 
Of 
course, he got, and then he loaded up 
with liquor and went after his man, and 
in his maudlin condition told all about 
the scheme to take Cronin's life. The 
plot, as Burke gave it to the man who 
has given up to the i>olioe, was totally 
different to that which was carried out. 


WiNNiFEo, Man., 
June 20.—How 
Burke came to be arrested is a mystery. 
Chief of Police McBae is uncommunica- 
tive on the subject. 
A number of 
stories have been published, some of 
them giving the credit for the arrest of 
Burke to the Chicago police, and some 
to the police of Winnipeg. 
Chief 
McBae refuses to either deny or affirm 
any rumors. The chief, however, finally 
did say that the first he heard from 
Chicago was after he had wired a de- 
scription of Burke.to Chief Hubbard.
